"I* It a practl.nl toy for our home? 
Parents who are living in a crowded 
apartment must consJMei whether 
a loy is luo large la be convenltnlly 
put away on thu toy shelf or In the 
toy cupboard. A family which inriud- 
an elderly relative or where there la 
eicknaes make* a toy such as a 
whistle or drum unsuitable. In some 
new section* where sidewalks here 
not yet been laid a child with a tri¬ 
cycle or a scooter has not much 
chauce to use these toys for outdoor 
play,
